Hat where the Detendersare conveened as Contemners of Their Ma- 

' jeſties Authority, in Exercing the Office of printing Proclamations 

of Council,and other things that belongs.to the Office of Their Ma- 

jefties Printers, without taking the Oath of Allegiance and Certificat ap- 

pointed to be taken by Perſons in Publick Truſt 3 and that therefore they 

ſhould be Deprived of the ſaid Office, and Ordained to find ſuch Security 
for their good Behaviour as your Lord(hips ſhall thiok fit. 

[t is bumbly repreſented to your Lordſhips, That the ſecond AR of the 
firſt Seffion of this Parliament appoints only perſons in Publick Truſt, either 
Civil or Military, to take the Oath of Allegiance, and the Othce of King's 
Printer cannot be conſtrufted a Publick Truſt, fince they have not the Power 
to Print what they pleaſe, and can only Print the Acts of Parliament and 
Council, and other Papers relating to Publick Afﬀairs, which are Licenſed ; 
ſo that the Government can no ways be prejudged by the Afﬀection, or Diſ- 
affection, of Their Majeſties Printer, in the Exerciſe of that Office, which is 
meerly to Print what is Ordained or Licenſed by Authority. 

The 38 AQ of the 2d Seſſion of this Paritament, Appoints only the Certifi- 
cat to be taken by Perſons, who in Law are obliged to take the Oath of Al- 
legiance, and by allthoſe to whom your Lordſhips ſhall put the Oath of 
Allegianceto. Butſo it is , That che Defenders not being perſons in Pablick 
Truſt, appointed by the foreſaid firſt A& of Parliament, to take the Oath of 
Allegiance for the Reaſons foreſaidsz nor the Oath of Allegiance, nor Certi- 
ficat, not being put by your Lordſhips before this, co the faids Defenders, they 
cannot incurthe Certification contained in that AR of Parliament, as refuſing 
to ſubſcribe the ſame 3 ſince Perſons cannot be ſaid to refuſe to Sabſcribe till 
they be Interpelled, and Required to do the ſame : Andif your Lordſhips do 
now require the ſame, the Defender James anderſon, and Fames Hamilton, 
whois Afﬀigned by «Agnes Campbelto ber Liferent of the Tack, are moſt 
willing to ſwear the Oath of Allegiance, and ſubſcribe ir, and the Certificar, 
asa Mark of their AﬀeCtion to Their Majeſties Government, if your Lord- 
ſhips ſhall require it. 

As for your Lordſhips Proclamation Lybelled on, it is ſo far from being an 
Argument of the Defenders contempt of their Majeſties Authority, in not 
taking the ſaids Oaths againſt the times therein prefixt, that on the con< 
trair, it is a ground of Defence for them, againſt the preſent Complaint z 
fince your Lordſhips by that Act, (if the Defenders, as Printers to their Maje- 
ſties,had been Perſons in publick Truſt) would have enumerat them as ſuch, 
when there are ſo many ſeveral kinds of Publick Truſt enumerat, as Sheriffs, 
Commiſſars, Stewarts, Bailies of Bailiaries, and Regalities, Magiſtrats of 
Burghs, their Depurts, Clerks, and Clerk-depurs, Fiſcals , Juſtices of 
Peace, &c. And therefore the Defenders not being enumerat, as Perſons 
in Publick Truſt, cannot be reput guilty of Contempt, to infer ſuch a Cer- 
tification, as the loſs of their Office, becauſe they took not the ſaid Oath, 
and Certificat, betwixt and the day prefixt by the ſaid Proclamation : Or if 
your Lordſhips bad looked upon the Defenders as Diſaffeted,your Lordſhips 
would have expreſly Interpelled, and Required them, either by that Pro- 
clamation, or ſome other way, which not being done till now; and the 
Perſons above-named, who have now Right to the ſaid Gift, being willing to 
take the Oaths, they cannot be Deptived of that Office, which is their Pro- 
perty, being Granted under the Great Sea}, and Ratitied in Parliament: - 
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
